The flour milling companies seem to have 
made the usual mistake of greed in buying up 
bakery concerns and forcing up the price of 
bread to a point where it pays the housewife to 
bake her own bread, and allows the little baker 
to start a local bakery 

If was not that bread 
grows stale, British bakers 
would be able to open up a 
thriving export business, 
supplying Canadian homes 
with British - made bread 
baked from Canadian flour 
and sold in Canada at 
profit. 

Hon. H. H. Stevens, Min- 
ister of Trade and Commerce, 
gave the House of Commons 
J. S. Cowper — some interesting facts about 
the bakery business a few days ago, though he 
omitted to point the moral and diagnose the 
ill. He was telling of the failure of mergers in 
Canada, and used the bakery business as an 
illustration. Bakery mergers formed by the 
flour-milling companies have six bakeries in 
Montreal capable of a daily output of 163,000,000 
pounds of bread-—enough to supply not only 
Montreal itself but 60 per cent of the total 
bread requirements of the province of Quebec. 

Toronto six mill-controlled bakeries 
with a capacity of 202,000,000 pounds of bread 
—more than half enough for the whole prov- 
ince of Ontario. 

The minister didn't mention the figures for 
Vancouver or other cities but the situation 
imilar, the mill-controlled bakeries having a 
capacity far beyond the requirements of the 
cities. 

Yet despite these mill-controlled mergers— 
that theoretically should be able to supply 
bread cheaper than the independents who have 
no mills behind them—there are 122 “independ-

The great import and export houses under the management 
and upon the credit of individual merchants, carrying on the 
family name and business ability through generations are being 
supplanted by combines, who are adopting all the high-tariff 
bogeyman arguments of the Republican party in the United 
States, 


On the Baltic page of the April 4th issue of the Syren and 
Shipping, London, the following non-political explanation is 
given: 


“The cream of British trade was built up by the merchant 
‘' houses who sold our goods abroad and bought local products with 
the proceeds. Thus, they established a two-way international 
traffic which constantly expanded and prospered. At any rate, it 
» prospered until Lombard Street and vicinity grew envious of New 
York, Then came rationalization. The large combines were 
founded on the pattern of American trustification, each specializ- 
ing in a particular commodity or industry. Each wanted to sell 
its products, but hadn't the slightest desire to buy anything: it 
was to be a super-efficient one-way traffic. Any junior clerk in 
a merchant firm knew it wouldn't work; and some of the most 
eminent economists have always affirmed that rationalization is 
but the half-way house to nationalization. And when the govern- 
ment have finished safeguarding our economic structure with the 
buttresses of trade agreements, they might profitably consider the 
possibilities of restoring international commerce by backing the 
only concerns with facilities and experience of building it up on 
a two-way basis, viz, the merchant houses. 


“If it were not pathetic it would be correct to use the word 
“ludicrous” in connection with the bankers’ latest plea that busi- 
ness men should make greater use of bills, sight drafts and other 
forms of short-term monetary accommodation, Dozens of Baltic 
firms wexe once these banks’ best customers in this respect. And 
having s jeen the mandarins of high finance take away their busi- 
ness and make a present of it to various combines, it is rather 
comic to hear the said mandarins ask why they still can’t provide 
the facilities as they used to!” 


Special privilege gives such attention to organization, com- 
bination, and continual demand, that no matter how good the 
intentions of the tariff-making body, there is constant danger of 
being convinced by the arguments of organized greed; without 
hearing the other side of the question as affecting the unprivileged 
classes. 


And when special privilege is carried to the extent of making 
a national trade into a one-way trade there always and every- 
where follows a panic and collapse.

scientifically built and marked to 


secure the maximum of flight and 
accuracy and other developments 
Most of the secret of long flight in 
a golf ball comes from internal 
pressures, it is claimed. The longest 
flight ball in use is stated to have 
a pressure at the core of 1,500 to 
1,600 pounds per square inch, These 
have been made with 
eovers for use by the av- 
erage player who at times tops the 
ball with his woods 
under the ball with his irons. They 
were all right for the professionals 


too soft 


and low-handicap player who hit 
his ball just right on all occasions. 
| But Mr. Average Golfer required 
a tougher cover to withstand pun- 


ishment and distence was sacrificed 
to durability, Internal pressure was 
lost because higher temperature 
were needed to apply the tough 
cover to the ball.

“shot in the arm” is the answer, 
After the cover has been vulcan- 
ized in place the ball is given a 
hypodermic injection of 6-1000 of an 
ounce of liquid under high pres- 
sure.
